A $1,000,000 appropriation for run- 
ning the farm board’ during the 
next fiscal year was: recommended 
to congress today in the president's 
annual budget ‘message.

$200,000 over the present year. The 
larger amount was advocated “to 
elimipate the necessity for adminis- 
trative furloughs.” 

If the full million is approved by 
congress, farm board officials said, 
a number of employes who had been 
dismissed or furloughed would be 
returned to the payroll.

J. Henry Gaskins, a farmer who 
says he “lived in one place all my 
life,’ will come to the legislature next 
January as the representative from

“There are entirely toon many pub- 
lic positions mostly controlled by poli- 
ticians which enables the politicians 
to build up political machines financed 
and supported by the taxpayers,” he 
said. 

“Miany of these public offices 
should be eliminated and public sral- 
aries should be adjusted to where they 
would be in line with the income of 
the taxpayers who support these of- 
fices. ‘ 

The new legislator says “the pres 
method of placing specifie value 
an expressed rate, thus specify- 
ing a certain amount of money be 
paid in taxes regardless of whether 
a citizen has any income or not, can 
he nothing more than confiscation. 

“It is not sensible to tax a citizen 
withont first considering his ability 
to pay. People must be taxed only 
aceording to their ability to pay. 

“Next to taxation the ordinary citi- 
zen needs some kind of relief in the 
form of a moratorium on real estate 
mortgages. That would enable him 
to have time in which to pay off 
loans, ete.. that were made when 
times were good. Conditions being 
at the present where the products of 
his labor will bring practically noth- 
ing to him, make it necessary for him 
to have an extension of time until 
conditions adjust themselves to where 
he would be able to realize something 
on his labor. Then he would be in 
a position te make payments on his 
obligations.”
